It is to printing we are iadebred for the 
greater part of our private enjeyments ; and by 
it we are enabled co communicate our ideas from 
one extremity of the giobe to the other. | Nor are 
its benefits leis firikiag in a political poine of 
view. ‘Lhe prefs isthe centine! aed fafe guard 
of public liberty ; and it is affured!y che fault of 
any govermment not to derive from fuch a fource 
the mof defirable affittance. Are you forming 
the plan of any laudable undertaking? Grant but 
full icope to the treedom of the preis; and this 
favourite meflenger of Wiidom wili fooa convey 
to you every neceflary information.
